cf equal value." The report, 
widely publicized, was pre¬ 
sented at a White House 
ceremony. 

The proposal would mean 
that educational and skill 
levels required for a job he 
weighed in deciding pay' 
scales. For Instance, electri¬ 
cians and nurses might be 
paid about the same, based 
on their similar educational 
attairunent. Scer e t a r i e s 
would be paid more than 
floor-sweepers since their 
contribution does, indeed, 
retuiTi more income to the 
company. Management stu¬ 
dies show that business and 
government operate basical¬ 
ly through the flow of 
paperwork generated by wo¬ 
men officerworkers. 

The proposal is long over¬ 
due. We should support the 
Commission’s work. It will 
help change the outworn 
attitude that men’s work is 
more important, regardless 
of kind, than women’s. 

Remember, men got high¬ 
er pay, security, and fringe 
benefits by fighting for 
them cooperatively. Women 
need to realize they won’t 
get pay and benefits com¬ 
mensurate with those of 
men unless they move pow¬ 
erfully together. Some un-

“However, the Free coun¬ 
tries of the world have tra¬ 
ditionally helped each other 
in times of disaster, through 
the Red Cross, and now the 
funds set aside for this pur¬ 
pose have been depleted by 
the unprecedented series of 
natural disasters this year,” 
he said. 

“Red Cross has spent 
more than $11,000,000 for 
Typhoon Pamela relief; 

$575,000 for flood relief in 
Tulsa: $1,500,000 for the 
Teton Dam collapse victims 
in Idaho: $720,000 on Hous¬ 
ton floods: and $287,600 on 
the Big Thompson Canyon 
flood in Colorado, for a to¬ 
tal spent to date of more 
than $14,000,000. 

“These are not final costs 
— many of these victims 
still need help In rebuilding 
and repairing their homes. 

When we add the cost of the 
377 shelters which cared far 
46,000 people during Hurri¬ 
cane Belle in ten Eastern

Th.e people of California are almost on fire because 
of the enormous property tax raises inflicted upon them 
this year. Mass meetings are being held in which aud¬ 
iences are in the thousand who are almost totally dis¬ 
gusted with their electadi officials. Any public official who 
shows up at these meetings is greeted with jeers and hoos 
that are unprecedented in the American scene. 

Taxes have been despised since Biblical times. To¬ 
day, outside of a few civics professors and the more ardent 
mernbers of the League of Women Voters, nobody really 
wants to pay taexs. The only reason most of us do is 
we are afraid not to. With the Bicentennial it is time to 
remember what we are supposed to be celebrating. It was 
after all, a tax revolution. 

Wihen the first Continental Congress convened in 1774, 
it proclaimed tn the first paragraph of its first published 
statement that its purpose was primarily to resi.st taxes. 
It was oiur first taxpayer strike. Anti that was not merely 
a rhetorical show. Each of the 56 eventual signers of the 
Declaration of Independence was driven from his home 
and bunted throughout the countryside. Not one aban¬ 
doned the Tax Revolution nor went back on his word. 

That is the example that speaks to us across two 
centuries.

Q. — I have, trouble ae- 
clding when to sell a stock. 

I bought General Motors a*- 
$30 a share and it now sells 
for about $80. At the same 
time I bought lU Interna¬ 
tional at $9% and it is sell¬ 
ing at $11%. In the last ten 
year, General Motors has 
hold as high as $108 and HI 
has sold ,as high as $28. It 
seems to me that my poten¬ 
tial is greater in NU Inter¬ 
national and I’m Inclined to 
sell my General Motors and 
put all my money in lU In¬ 
ternational. What do you 
think of my reasoning? 

A. — It has been said that 
a difference of opinion is 
what makes the stock m.av- 
ket, and in this case we 
would have a difference of 
opinion. In the first place, 
the high price that a stock 
sold at in the past 10 years 
is not necessarily a guide to 
how high the stock will go 
in the next year or in the 
next 5 or 10 years for that 
matter. As I see the situa¬ 
tion, General Motors is cur¬ 


rently having one of the 
liest years in Its history, and 
projections are that 1977 
will be as good or better. 
General Motors has Just re¬ 
stored its quarterly dividend 
to the former rate. It has 
paid one extra this year and 
another seems in prospect. 
It would seem to me that 
the prospects for continuing 
advances in the price of 
General Motors stock are 
very good. 

lU International seems to 
be a well-managed com- 
p.any, but its shipping divi¬ 
sion has had some problems 
due to the surplus of ship¬ 
ping capacity, and it is not 
clear yet when these prob¬ 
lems will be solved. While 
the company seems to be 
very reasonably priced at 
this time, it Is difficult to 
guess when and how specu¬ 
lation might occur that 
would start moving its price 
upward. Since you could 
biiv 5Vk shares of lU for 
each GM share, you prob¬ 
ably would gain on the 


amount of dividend income 
you receive unless GM 
would pay more than a $1 
extra in December. My guess 
is that current f ac tors 
would tend to make GM’s 
price move ahead faster, 
and you would be better off 
postponing your move for 
several mont hs. Actual 
events may prove me wrong, 
but that is the way I wouid 
reason at this time. 

Q. — It has been pub¬ 
lished that the Federal Re¬ 
serve Board has taken 
steps to reduce the growth 
of savings in the Nation’s 
banks and other savings or¬ 
ganizations. Since many 
economists have been saying 
that our greatest need is to 
create more capital (which 
I -thought was savings) to 
build more efficient produc¬ 
tive capacity so we can 
have cheaper goods and 
more Jobs, isn’t this a poor 
move? 

A. — On the face of it, 
your conclusion is quite cor¬ 
rect. The effect will be to 
slow up the rate of econo¬ 
mic growth. This, however, 
is expected to actually help 
forestall an increase in the 
rate of inflation, to lower 
Interest rates and to make 
the period of economic re¬ 
covery longer. Such a de¬ 
velopment would seem like¬ 
ly to benefit most of our 
people and should also help 
produce better stock prices. 
Certainly, to date, the Fed’s 
move in getting us out of 
the recession and in redu¬ 
cing the rate of Inflation 
have been outstandl n g 1 y 
successful.
